would be dreary business to many a polit 
dan, if not 
to most. Tho ciTil service r« 


form would rob public life of the charm 
thero is in power and patronage, and th 
fascination tho political adventurer finds i 
trickery, wire-pulling, plots, and jobs. An 
this is the reason tho people at largo are s 
anxious to bare the reform carried on 
They see that the civil service of tha couu 
try is disgracefully low and dishonest. 


Tho officers of every grade do not repr 


sent tho average intelligence and morality 
More than half of them are susptcled r> 
thieving or what is worse. Many of the 
cet rich on very small salaries, and otto 
live iu a more extravagant and expensive 
style on fifteen hundred a year than honest 
citizens can on five thousand. There is job- 
bery everywhere. Getting a measure through 
a Legislature is like driving a fat sheep 
through n narrow aperture in the fence ; tlie 
wool on the posts tells what the passage cost. 
The political sentiment and moral tone of 
the whole nation have Buffered incalculable 
depreciation by the low character of our of- 
ficial representation and the plotting and 
peculations of officers.—[N. Y. Graphic.

"JAOK KETCH." 


Among other romsrkuble iseu ivbc- passed 


»w«y in the year just brought to a close was 
oa« who deserves mention as having, al- 
though bom in this country, devoted many 
years in the antipodes to a work of great 
utility. 
William Bamford, who died the 


other day in Melbourne hospital, had been 
hangman of the colony of Victoria since 
1857, and also held the honorable office of 
public flagellator until seized one day with 
an asthmatic attack when wielding the cat. 
Mr. Bamford, who was seventy three years 
of age when he died, had himself in the 
days of his youth received SOO lashes when 
serving in tho 23d Fusiliers at Gosport, of 
which regiment he was a member for twen- 
ty years, only leaving it, indeed, on account 
of some irregularity of conduct which let! to 
his being transported to Van Dieman's Land 
where he arrived iu tha Hoyftl Sovereign in 
tho year 1841. Having served his sentence 
ho procoeced to Victoria, to the "diggings," 
and remained unnoticed till 18!>~, when he 
volunteered to hang an old murderer, nam- 
ed Mason, in Melbourne, and from that 
time until just before his decease be eiecu- 
t«d all the criminals sentenced to death m 
ii™ jininn-p. wit.h nnlv one exception. Itwas 
Mr. Bainfo'rd's practice to keep count and 
mutter after an execution the number of 
:his fellow creatures he had assisted out of 
tke world. 
After executing a black man at 


Ballaraton theUthof A'.igust last he was 
heard 
to ejaculate in a hoarse 
whisper, 


"Seventy one." 


In appearance ha was not prepossessing, 


and bis claims to personal beauty were not 
heightened by the absence of ons of his eyes, 
which he unfortunately lost in a row at Mel 
bourne about fifteen years ago. 
His habits 


were not, strietly speaking, temperate. Yet 
thero must have 
besn something very 


"taking" iu his conviviality, for after an ex- 
ecution he was wont to spend his money 
with a "degraded iot," who wero uu the 
lookout for him when he left tho jail. 
On 


receiving notice that he would be wanted for 
a hanging, he would, with singular abstemi- 
ousness, voluntarily imprison himself for 
two or three days and sleep off all traces of 
intoxication. 
After pinioning a condemned 


criminal, he invariably murmured in his ear 
"God bless you '." and on one occasion, 
when the man executed died instantaneous- 
ly, a sweet smile was observed to steal ovor 
bis face as, leaning over the drop and look- 
ing up at.his work, ho remarked, "The best 
job in the country; that makesforty-saven."
